FUNCTIONS  OF  THE  SCHOOL 


1.  The  Hinds  County  Agricultural  High  School  is  to  furnish 
for  its  pupils  a  good  literary  education  of  high  school  grade. 
It  provides  a  standard  High  School  course  in  English,  Mathe- 
matics, Science,  History  and  Commercial  branches. 

2.  This  institution  will  furnish  to  its  pupils  thorough  train- 
ing of  High  School  scope  along  industrial  lines.  The  boys  take 
a  required  course  in  Agriculture,  covering  four  years  and  a 
course  in  Manual  Training,  covering  two  years.  The  girls  take  a 
required  course  in  Home  Economics  covering  four  years.  Theo- 
retical instruction  along  these  industrial  lines  is  supplemented 
by  abundant  practical  work  in  the  laboratory,  work  shop,  kitchen, 
dining  room,  and  on  the  farm.  ' 

3.  A  most  important  function  of  the  school  is  to  stimulate 
the  agricultural  activities  on  the  farms  of  the  county.  To  this 
end,  a  thoroughly  organized  extension  department  is  provided. 
This  extension  department  in  co-operation  with  the  Government 
forces  and  the  authorities  of  the  A.  &  M.  College  ought  to  be  of 
immense  aid  in  helping  io  solve  farm  problems  of  the  county. 

4.  The  institution  serves  as  a  clearing  house  of  useful  infor- 
mation to  the  farmers  of  the  county.  To  this  end,  a  mailing  list 
of  the  farmers  of  the  county  is  kept,  in  order  that  all  useful 
advance  information  along  agricultural  lines  may  be  properly 
disseminated. 

5.  The  school  is  to  serve  as  the  Poor  Man's  College.  Before 
the  advent  of  the  Agricultural  High  School,  it  was  practically 
impossible  for  a  majority  of  the  farm  boys  and  girls  to  obtain  a 
High  School  education,  on  account  of  prohibitive  prices.  The 
school  offers  the  opportunity  to  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  county 
to  get  the  benefits  of  its  training  at  the  very  minimum  of 
expense. 

6.  The  school  is  to  serve  as  a  training  center  for  rural  school 
teachers.  A  teacher  training  course,  covering  two  years,  is  pro- 
vided, and  this  course  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  meet  the  needs 
of  young  men  and  women,  preparing  for  the  important  work  of 
teaching  in  the  rural  schools. 
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Buildings  and  Equipment. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  this  institution  has  the  best 
agricultural  high  school  plant  in  the  State.  The  following  build- 
ings have  been  erected  and  equipped  at  the  cost  indicated :

All  of  our  buildings  are  fitted  up  with  modern  conveniences. 
The  dormitories  are  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water,  electric 
lights,  steam  heat,  etc.,  and  are  conveniently  arranged  and 
nicely  furnished  on  the  interior,  and  properly  screened. 

In  addition  to  the  above  equipment,  the  school  owns  74  acres 
of  land,  teams,  implements,  wagon,  auto  truck,  pruning  and 
spraying  outfits,  etc. 

Library. 

No  (school  can  undertake  to  do  successful  work  without  the 
aid  of  a  well  selected  library.  If  information  of  a  thorough 
nature  is  to  be  had,  the  reading  of  books  is  absolutely  essential. 
In  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  be  familiar  with  the 
currents,  of  modern  thought,  it  is  necessary  to  read  newspapers 
and  magazines.  Our  library  is  well  supplied  with  reference 
works,  books  for  general  reading,  newspapers,  farm  papers  and 
magazines. 

The  reading  of  the  pupils  is  not  left  to  haphazard  chance,  but 
is  assigned  by  the  faculty,  and  supervised  by  a  member  of  the 
faculty.  The  library  will  be  considerably  enlarged  by  the  open- 
ing of  the  session  1918-1919 
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Requirements  for  Admission. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  prepared  to  take  ninth 
grade  work  as  prescribed  in  the  Hinds  County  school  course. 
No  work  lower  than  this  grade  is  offered  here. 

Applicants  are  admitted  either  on  certificates  from  former 
teacher,  or  upon  examination.  Applicants  should  bring  report 
from  last  school  attended. 

An  important  requirement  for  entrance  is  that  the  applicant 
be  of  good  moral  character.  The  institution  must  be  kept  free 
from  the  immoral  and  vicious.  Any  pupil,  therefore,  who  re- 
fuses to  comply  with  the  regulations  is  considered  a  demoralizing 
element  and  is  suspended. 

All  applicants  for  admission  must  fill  in  the  application  blank 
in  the  back  of  this  catalogue.  Additional  blanks  may  be  obtained 
upon  application  to  the  Superintendent. 

Text  Books. 

The  Raymond  Drug  Company  is  the  authorized  agent  of  the 
school  in  the  sale  of  text-books.  The  books  are  those  adopted  by 
a  state  commission  for  use  in  all  the  agricultural  high  schools 
of  the  state.  The  text-book  law  provides  that  the  wholesale 
price  must  be  75%  of  the  list  price,  and  that  the  retail  dealer 
cannot  charge  more  for  text  books  than  15  per  cent,  above  the 
wholesale  price. 

To  Be  Brought  from  Home. 

The  following  items  should  be  brought  from  home  by  each 
pupil :  Bed  covering,  sheets,  pillow  and  cases,  towels,  comb  and 
brush,  table  napkins,  tea  spoon  and  tumbler. 

Absences  and  Tardies. 

One  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  a  pupil's  progress  in  school 
is  absences  from  classes.  Where  the  pupil  is  irregular  in  at- 
tendance, satisfactory  progress  can  not  be  expected.  Absences 
and  tardies  are  excused  if  the  pupil  presents  a  good  reason,  but 
even  excused  absences,  above  a  certain  number,  count  off  the 
general  average  in  the  subject  missed.  Three  tardies  will  count 
as  one  absence.

Military  Training  for  Boys. 

It  has  been  decided  to  introduce  military  training,  and  to 
require  all  boys  to  take  the  training.  A  competent  instructor 
has  been  engaged  for  this  work,  and  the  instruction  and  training 
in  this  department  will  be  just  as  thorough  as  that  given  in  any 
other  department. 

The  value  of  military  training  can  be  easily  seen  from  the 
results  obtained  at  the  various  cantonments.  Nothing  can  take 
its  place  for  the  development  of  real  genuine  manhood.  More- 
over, it  inculcates  respect  for  authority,  and  hence,  obedience  to 
authority.  If  young  men  are  not  taught  these  lessons  in  the 
home  and  in  the  school,  they  are  not  likely  to  learn  them 
elsewhere. 

The  uniform  required  is  the  military  khaki.  The  contract 
to  furnish  uniforms  will  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  immediately 
after  the  session  opens.  Hence,  the  uniforms  should  not  be  pur- 
chased until  that  time. 

Physical  Culture  for  Girls. 

Our  girls  too,  need  proper  physical  training.  Many  of  them 
are  delicate  in  health,  and  unnecessarily  so.  Good  health  is 
almost  essential  to  success  and  happiness.  This  institution,  there- 
fore, will  provide  for  regular,  systematic  physical  training  for 
the  girls.  Two  lessons  a  week  will  be  given  to  each  class.  The 
course  is  compulsory,  and  every  girl  is  required  to  take  it.  A 
competent  instructor  will  be  in  charge  of  this  phase  of  the  work. 

Some  Advantages  of  an  Agricultural  High  School. 

This  institution  is  not  exclusively  academic  nor  exclusively 
industrial.  It  combines  instruction  in  academic  and  industrial 
branches  in  proper  proportion  to  obtain  the  best  results  in  the 
education  of  the  young.  It  recognizes  the  fact  that  physical  devel- 
opment is  just  as  essential  as  intellectual  development;  that  the 
day  of  the  "lean,  lank  student"  has  passed;  that  the  moral 
nature  is  more  easily  trained  to  uprightness  and  sobriety  when 
the  mind  and  body  are  both  being  given  constant  employment. 

Our  course  of  study  and  daily  program  are  so  arranged  that 
the  pupils  get  as  much  academic  training  here  as  the  usual  high 
school  course  offers,  and  at  the  same  time  receives  valuable  in- 
struction in  important  industrial  branches.    This  is  accomplished 
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by  a  considerable  lengthening  of  the  school  day.  The  usual 
school  day  of  five  or  six  hours,  is  extended  to  eight  or  nine  hours, 
and  the  extra  time  utilized  in  extending  the  usual  daily  activi- 
ties of  the  student  body. 

Athletics. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  we  shall  expect  our  course  in 
military  training  and  our  farm  and  shop  work  largely  to  take 
the  place  of  the  usual  athletics.  Of  course  the  opportunity  will 
be  given  to  students  to  play  games  among  themselves,  but  no 
systematic  effort  will  be  made  to  promote  inter-scholastic  ath- 
letics. This  does  not  mean  that  the  physical  development  of 
pupils  will  be  neglected.  Undoubtedly  this  interest  will  be  just 
as  effectively  promoted  by  military  instruction,  farm  and  shop 
work,  and  by  the  physical  culture  course  for  girls  as  by  the 
usual  inter-scholastic  contests  in  athletics,  and  such  procedure 
will  be  much  more  in  accord  with  the  spirit  of  the  times. 

Discipline. 

Without  proper  discipline  any  school  will  fail  to  accomplish 
its  objects.  "We  shall  expect  our  boys  and  girls  to  conduct  them- 
selves as  refined  and  high-toned  people  should.  No  pupil  will 
be  retained  in  the  institution  who  persistently  refuses  to  comply 
with  the  regulations,  or  whose  influence  proves  detrimental  to 
the  school. 

Students  should  come  to  this  institution  to  do  right,  to  be 
attentive  to  duty,  and  to  make  all  possible  progress  in  their 
studies 

A  mutual  understanding  and  sympathy  between  teachers  and 
students  is  necessary  in  maintaining  proper  discipline.  In  order 
that  such  understanding  may  exist,  certain  regulations  are  pub- 
lished in  the  section  following  this,  and  no  applicant  will  be 
admitted  as  a  pupil  until  a  pledge  has  been  signed  that  the 
applicant  will  obey  these  regulations,  or  any  others  that  may  be 
made.  A  student  whose  general  attitude  is  inharmonious  is 
advised  to  withdraw,  although  no  particular  overt  act  meriting 
suspension  may  have  been  committed. 

Four  Special  Regulations. 

1.  Since  this  is  a  co-educational  institution,  certain  restric- 
tions must  be  imposed  on  association  between  the  boys  and  girls 
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It  is  not  deemed  wise,  however,  to  separate  them  entirely.  They 
recite  together  in  the  same  class  rooms.  They  take  their  meals 
together,  and  at  frequent  intervals,  on  Saturday  evenings  or 
Sunday  afternoons  the  boys  come  to  the  girls'  dormitory  for  an 
hour  or  two  together.  Aside  from  this,  communication  between 
the  boys  and  girls  is  limited  to  the  demands  of  common  courtesy. 

2.  Cards,  dice,  or  other  gambling  devices,  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  firearms  must  not  be  brought  into  the  dormitories 
nor  on  the  campus.  Gambling  in  all  forms  is  prohibited,  as  is 
also  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

3.  Street  loafing  is  one  of  the  most  vicious  habits  a  young 
person  can  form.  Hence,  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  go 
to  town  except  on  business,  and  then  must  not  stay  any  longer 
than  is  necessary  to  attend  to  the  business. 

4.  Smoking  on  the  campus  or  in  the  buildings  is  prohibited. 
This  habit  is  not  only  detrimental  to  health,  but  is  very  much 
against  satisfactory  progress  of  the  student  in  his  school  work. 
Moreover,  it  is  a  vicious  habit,  having  a  tendency  to  cultivate 
low  moral  standards. 

5.  In  addition  to  these  regulations,  such  rules  will  be  adopted 
from  time  to  time  as  may  be  found  necessary.  These  regulations 
are  made  solely  to  protect  the  best  interests  of  our  pupils.  Pu- 
pils must  comply  with  them  or  withdraw  from  school. 

Farm. 

The  school  operates  a  farm  of  74  acres.  It  is  not  the  purpose 
of  the  school  to  engage  in  farming  as  a  commercial  enterprise. 
Our  objects  are  as  follows:  To  afford  practical  instruction  to 
the  classes  in  agriculture;  to  provide  pasturage  and  feed  stuffs 
for  the  dairy  herd,  and  to  supply  food  for  our  boarding  de- 
partment. 

Student  Labor. 

As  nearly  as  possible,  the  farm  work  is  done  by  the  boys. 
Aside  from  the  two  hours  of  work  a  week  required  in  the  course 
of  study,  the  students  receive  pay  at  ten  cents  an  hour  for 
farm  work.  It  is  easily  possible  for  an  industrious,  hustling 
young  man  to  pay  half  or  more  of  his  school  expenses  by  put- 
ting in  odd  times  at  farm  work. 


SECTION    OF    DINING    ROOM 
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Thrift. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  institution  to  promote  the  thrift 
habit  among  its  pupils.  One  of  the  greatest  lessons  our  young- 
people  can  learn  is  the  wise  and  proper  use  of  money.  One  of 
the  most  useful  habits  a  boy  or  girl  can  acquire  is  the  saving 
habit.  We  shall  endeavor  to  teach  thrift  and  to  encourage  the 
saving  habit  among  our  students.  Wasteful  spending  of  money 
is  sinful  at  all  times,  and  at  the  present  time  is  unpatriotic  also. 

In  this  useful  and  important  work,  we  solicit  the  earnest  co- 
operation of  all  patrons  of  the  school. 

Expenses. 

The  agricultural  high  schools  of  the  state  are  operated  en- 
tirely on  the  cost  basis.  Hence,  expenses  are  very  light.  No 
tuition  charges  are  made  in  any  of  the  departments  except 
music  and  expression.     The  items  of  expense  are  as  follows: 

Board  at  cost,  from  ten  to  twelve  dollars  per  month. 

Matriculation   fee $5 .00  per  session 

Breakage  fee 3.00  per  session 

(This  fee  is  refunded  on  withdrawal  of  pupil  if  no  damage 
has  been  done  to  school  property.) 

Books,  from  $5.00  to  $10.00  per  session. 
Laundry,  from  $1.00  to  $1.50  per  month. 

Music,   per  month $3.50 

Expression,  per  month 3.00 

Laboratories  and  Shops. 

The  institution  -has  well  equipped  laboratories  for  teaching 
home  economics  and  agriculture,  and  a  well  equipped  shop  for 
farm  mechanics.  The  outlay  in  shop  and  laboratory  equipment 
is  nearly  $2,000.00,  and  this  sum  has  been  expended  for  equip- 
ment essential  to  good  work  in  these  departments. 

Uniform  for  Girls. 

All  girls  living  in  the  dormitory  will  be  required  to  wear  the 
regulation  uniform.  This  is  done  in  the  interest  of  economy. 
In  an  institution  like  this  there  should  be  no  aristocracy  except 
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that  of  character  and  merit.  Simple  tastes  and  democratic 
ideals  should  be  instilled  into  the  lives  of  young  people.  The 
poor  must  have  the  same  chance  as  the  wealthy  to  secure  the 
blessings  of  an  education.  Contract  for  the  coat  suits  and  the 
sailor  hats  mentioned  below  will  be  let  to  the  best  bidder  after 
school  opens.  Other  items  mentioned  may  be  purchased  before 
coming  to  school. 

For  every  day  wear  at  school  and  about  the  campus,  students 
may  use  such  clothing  as  would  be  suitable  for  the  local  school 
at  home.  For  church  and  such  public  occasions,  dark  navy  blue 
woolen  skirts  with  white  cotton  waists  during  fall  and  spring 
months.  During  the  winter,  dark  navy  blue  serge  coat  suits 
which  must  be  purchased  after  reaching  the  school.  For  eve- 
ning receptions,  concerts,  etc.,  when  the  navy  blue  is  not  re- 
quired, simple  one-piece  dresses  of  linen,  madras  or  other  cotton 
goods  with  black  ties.

COURSE  OF  STUDY 


The  agricultural  high  school  in  Mississippi  carries  a  standard 
four  year  high  school  course.  Since  the  school  offers  both 
academic  and  industrial  branches,  there  is  necessarily  a  good 
deal  of  elective  work  in  the  course.  This  enables  the  student  to 
prepare  for  college,  or  to  take  a  more  practical  course  in  prepara- 
tion for  a  vocation.

%ural-  Teacher  Training  Course 

In  the  field  of  teacher-training  the  county  high  school  will 
find  an  attractive  and  urgent  opportunity.  This  department  of 
service  will  seek  the  elevation  of  the  rural  schools  by  an  im- 
provement in  the  qualifications  of  teachers,  the  main  purpose 
being  to  prepare  persons  for  their  work  in  the  public  schools 
in  the  country  districts.  It  is  an  accepted  truth  nowadays 
that  the  successful  teacher  must  possess  an  adequate  conception 
of  the  school  as  a  socializing  and  educational  influence,  have 
thorough  acquaintance  with  subject  matter  or  scholarship,  and 
in  addition  technical  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  managing. 
Statistics  show  that  a  large  per  cent  of  rural  teachers  have  not 
had  the  equivalent  of  a  high  school  education,  so  in  opening  the 
courses  of  the  Hinds  County  Agricultural  High  School  to  pros- 
pective teachers,  a  wise  and  progressive  step  is  taken  in  the 
direction  of  meeting  the  demand  for  greater  efficiency  in  the 
rural  teaching  corps. 

The  management  of  the  school  would  not  have  it  understood 
that  in  this  service  it  means  to  compete  with  the  State  Normal 
College,  whose  main  function  is  to  prepare  rural  teachers,  for 
it  is  realized  by  all  in  touch  with  the  situation  that  if  the  halls 
of  this  institution  were  held  to  an  overflowing  attendance,  it 
would  not  begin  to  supply  the  schools  of  Mississippi  with  prop- 
erly prepared  instructors. 

The  work  of  the  teacher-training  course  will  be  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Principal,  and  will  be  offered  only 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  An  outline  of  this  course  is  set 
forth  in  the  statement  which  follows: 

Junior  Year. 

1.  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching — 3  hours  per  week. 

2.  Subject-matter  of  the  Elementary  Grades — 2  hours  per  week. 
(The  main  subjects  selected  will  depend  upon  the  needs  and 

attainments  of  the  class.) 

Senior  Year. 

1.  School  Organization  and  Management— 3  hours  per  week. 
:2.  Subject-matter  of  the  Elementary  Grades — 2  hours  per  wee1"
